Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following Is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The following recitations in claim 1 are indefinite: 
"them" in line 3, "its" in lines 8 and 32 and "it" In line 32. In line 4 of claim 1 . "the double 
seat valve" lacks positive antecedent basis. 

It is noted that reference numerals in the claim recitations cannot be used to 
provide antecedent basis for the claim recitations. For this reason, "the third working 
piston" and "the second control rods" in line 23 of claim 1 lacks antecedent basis. 
Similarly, "the first control rods" in claim 1, line 24; "the second partially open position" 
in claim 1 , line 25; and "the second actuating piston" in claim 1 , line 27 also lack 
antecedent basis. In claim 2, following recitations lack antecedent basis: "the second 
pressurizing medium chamber" and "the second actuating piston" in line 6, "the third 
housing member" and "the third pressurizing medium chamber" in line 7 and "the third 
actuating piston: and "the fourth housing member." 

The above observations are not exhaustive. Claim recitations throughout the 
remaining claims are noted to likewise lack antecedent basis. Applicant is respectfully 
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requested to carefully review the claims in their entirety to ensure that each claim 
recitation has positive antecedent basis and is not vague and indefinite. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-19 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
